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The scope of work includes providing labor, materials, equipment, machine shop and
fabrication shop work, ete., necessary to perform electrical, mechanical and structural
repairs, maintenance, and upgrades to Maryland Transportation Authority’s (MDTA)
draw bridges, I-695 over Curtis Creck Bridges, at the Ventilation Buildings of both
Baltimore Harbor Tunnel & Fort McHenry Tunnel. In addition, this work may be
required on any portion (bridge, tunnel, highway, building, and all appurtenances) of any
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of the MDTA’s facilities. Mr. Wright referred to Pages 008-011 of the Bid Book for
more details on the scope.

The contract time is 1440 calendar days with no liquidated damages.

The bid due date is November 19, 2009, by 12 Noon. Late bids will not be
accepted.

As of October 1, 2009, legislation was passed and every contractor must specify
how it will utilize a minority business with dual certification to meet the MBE
goal. If a business appears as both female and African-American, the contractor
must indicate female or African-American on the MBE Attachment Form. Even
if there is no sub-goal, the contractor must still specify female or African-
American in the breakdown.

Bid packages must be placed in the bid box located on the 1st floor of the
Maryland Transportation Authority, Engineering Building, 300 Authority Drive,

Baltimore, MD 21222, and should consist of one complete bid book.

The MDTA does not encourage overnight delivery service. However, if a bidder
chooses to send a package via overnight delivery, the bid should be delivered at
least one day in advance. It will be the responsibility of the bidder to make sure
that his/her bid package is placed in the bid box. The outside envelope of the
mailed package must clearly identify the Contract Number and mention that it is a
bid package.

The minutes from this meeting will be included in addendum #1 and distributed to
all purchasers of the bid documents.

There is an MBE goal for this project. The overall goal is 18% with no subgoals.

Ms. Howard provided hand-outs with information regarding the MBE goals for this
Contract and additional information on the MBE program. She informed the attendees to

The meeting was then opened to questions and comments concerning the bid documents.
The following questions were discussed and responses provided:

Question: The Table of Contents shows “Revisions to Technical Requirements:” with no
page number. Is there any anticipated Technical Requirements revisions?

Answer: This note refers to the changes in the Categories described below it (i.e.
Category 100, 400, 800, and 900).

Question: What type of SCADA (Supervisory Control and Data Acquisition) system is
installed in the tunnels?

Preliminary Response: We will look into this matter.

Final Response: The central control is by the Dynac system from Transdys, Inc. The
central control is performed by redundant and geographically dispersed HP Proliant
DL380 servers. The system uses Allen Bradley PLC5’s, SLC500’s, and Rockwell
Micrologix controllers. Most of the system is Ethernet connected, except a few remote
1/O racks that still use a serial type connection.

Mr. Tamzat stated that upon a request from contractors, a field visit may be conducted by
the MDTA to show potential bidders the type of machineries or structural or electrical
components that will be included as part of this contract for maintenance and repairs.
